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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' response has been considered; 
however, the rejections set forth within the final Office action have been maintained for the reasons set forth therein. With respect to the 
35 USC 112, first paragraph rejection, despite applicants' response, it is not seen that the issues set forth by the examiner within 
paragraphs 1 and 2 of the final Office action have been adequately addressed. It remains unclear how the substitution requirement for 
CFC 11 is to be interpreted, and depending on such interpretation, if support exists for the full scope of the claims. It is not seen that 
applicants' response provides any meaningful clarification for these issues. With respect to the anticipation rejection, the rejection has 
been maintained for the previously set forth reasons. Furthermore, the rejection is considered to be tenable in view of the guidelines set 
forth within MPEP 2131 .02. With respect to the obviousness rejections, the rejections have been maintained for the reasons previously 
set forth. Applicants' argument that one would not have been able to optimize or control the density value absent knowledge of a density 
reference value is not convincing, because the argued density value appears to be conventional within the art and no particular relevance 
is seen to be associated with it. In other words, given the state of the art, the teachings of the relied upon prior art, and the artisans' skill, 
the position is taken that it would have been obvious to one to produce a foam having the claimed conventional density. Lastly, given the 
aforementioned position concerning how substitution of CFC 11 is to be interpreted, it is unclear that arguments concerning such 
substitution are commensurate in scope with the claims.
